Dear Mr. Scheldt: 

I see by the papers that Honrikas Rabinavicius 
(Lithuanian for Henry Eabinovitch ) , former Secretory of the 
Lithuanian Legation in London, had appeared as o witness in 
the Alger Hiss perjury trial in Hew York. 




I have known Henrikas Rabinavicius since 1920 . 

when he was appointed Secretary to the Lithuanian Legation in 
London and when Count Alfred Tyszkiewicz served as charge 
d 'Affaires. Soon after his appointment Rabinavicius began hia 
intrigue against his chief by reporting to his government the 
alleged misconduct in office, to wit: the Count’s alleged ties 
with the Polish government; and because he was an aristocrat 
and not partcularly friendly to the Jews. 




I 




Sinoe then Rabinavicius served as Secretary to 
the Lithuanian Legation in VlaBhington and later as counsllor 
of the Lithuanian Legation in Moscow. His last post was in 
London. When the Legation was informed of Lithuania's seizure 
by the Soviets Henrikas Rabinavioius it is alleged packed up 
his belongings and the sum of L300 from the Legation's cash 
box and disappeared. Soon after he and his wife arrived here 
in Hew York and several years later Henrikas Rabinavicius be- 




came an American citizen. 




Upon my return from Lithuania in 1920 where I 
was in oharge of the Security Department/.! called at the Lith- 
uanian Legation and there saw Mr. Childa^who aoted as treasurer 
of the Legation. Some time later Mr. Childs told me that he 
had been dismissed from his post by Rabinavicius after he had 
obtained from him a "loan” of L50 under false pretences. Ily 
article with the reproduction of the promisory note given to 
Childs by Rabinavicius appeared either in 1922 or in 1923 ijr^

AUGUST CLAESSENSpExecutive Director, Social Democratic Federation, 
7 East 15th Street, New Yefrk City, was interviewed by SA Lawrence W. 

Spillane on January 16, 1950. CLAESSENS stated that he was the Secretary 
of the Socialist Party since about 1937 and he has been a member of the 
Socialist Party since 1927. He stated that in 1932 he was an organizer of 
the Socialist Party and as such he kept in touch with all of the branches 
of the Party. He stated that his contacts with the Momingside Branch of 
the Socialist Party were limited inasmuch as he considered this branch a 
troublesome branch. He recalled that DONALD HENDERSON was one of the 
leaders of this branch; that HENDERSON was a candidate for Congress on the 
Socialist Party ticket as a representative from the 19th District. He re- 
calledthat MARGARET LAMQNT, whom he believes to be the wife of CCRLISS 
LAMONT, was an active member of the Morningside Branch. 



He stated that in his opinion this branch was most active In 
attempting to split the Socialist Party and maneuver the individual members 
and the branches into the Communist Party. For this reason he had limited 
contacts with this branch due to the variance of the attitudes and political 
opinions. 



He stated that the split in the Socialist P«4y came to a head in 
1934 with the Detroit referendum under NORMAN THOMAS^ He recalled that this 
referendum referred to the United States Government “as a bourgeois democracy; 
it threatened that in the event of war the Socialist Party would oppose the 
U. S. Government. Another phrase was placed in this referendum which was 
couched in careful phrasing that meant to him that they intended to set up 
a dictatorship of the proletariat in a workers » party. He stated that this 
referendum caused a break in the Socialist Party. He recalled that the 
Morningside Branch was the leader and a spearhead in favor of the Detroit 
referendum and they fought vigorously for its passage. .

He stated that he never met PRISCILLA HISS^ He recalled that the 
Mor ning side Branch of the Socialist Party had a meeting place on 125th 
Street above a store which was located near Manhattan Avonue, New York (Jfiy 
Hst recalled that in about 1932 many of the branches had a division callld^

"American Relief" and that they gathered clothing and food for the minertf^^r^ 
who were on a strike and lockout. He also recalled that many of the 
branches had commissars for the poverty stricken people and that this 
division was called "Woman's Committee.". He stated that in 1932 a person 
who intended to become a member of the Socialist Party would apply at one 
of the local branches and fill out an application blank which would be 
forwarded to the Executive Committee of the Socialist Party, 7 East 15th 
Street, New York City, and if no one on the Executive Committee had any ob- 
jection to the .membership of this individual, the individual was admitted 
to membership. The application card would then go into the files of the 
Socialist Party in chronological order and a red membership card would be 
forwarded to the individual who filed the application. He stated that for 
their own convenience they made out an alphabetical file which included the 
names of all of the members of the Socialist Party which file was in addition 
to the application cards. Ho stated that the alphabetical cards as well as 
the application cards of the members of the Socialist Party have been main- 
tained since sometime prior to 1932 at 7 East, 15th Street, New York City. He 
believes that all of the former members of the Socialist Party are listed in 
his alphabetical file. 

He stated that the application card file was maintained at 7 East 
15th Street, New York c ity, but at the present time he is unable to locate 
the application cards filed by applicants to the Socialist Party which were 
dated prior to 1935.

On Sunday, January 29th, I received a telephone ofe-l—£roy--~^ 
Associate Director Tolson of the Bureau in which he advised Jnat 
' Whittaker Chambers hadA>e an interviewed the night before on the v 
radio by BERT ANDREWSKand during this . interview had been asked . 

V whether he would be filing ^to take a lie-detector test. Chambers 
replied that- he would if the test was given by the FBI but not 
otherwise. Mr. Tolson said that the Bureau has received a number 
of inquiries as a result of this broadcast and that the Inter- 
national News Service had shown a great interest, indicating its 
willingness to stage such a, test. Mr, Tolson said that the Bureau 
1 did not feel it was proper for it to have anything to do with \r.Uy . 

Ki such a proposal at this time ’and that they were referring for ' 

r j press to the US At t orneyi s office in New York since there is an * 
"appeal pending in the HISS case. Mr. Tolson instructed that I 
get in touch with the U.S. Attorneys and advise them of the above 
and that I inform him when this had been done. 

I immediately telephoned to Assistant US Attorney Thomas 
Murphy who stated that he was opposed to Chambers* taking any 
•such lie detector test at the present time and would consider , 
^vvthat this would be prejudicial in view of the fact that the HISS, • , 
;■ : case Is' up on appeal j that he' would advise the press accordingly 
if any inquires were received by him. 

: I also telephoned to US Attorney Irving Saypol who concurred 

with Mr. Murphy’s observations And in addition commented that it 
would be highly unethical to stage such a test at this tlmeji. Mr. 
Saypol suggested that Peyton Ford be advised of the above develop- 
ment so that he would answer any inquiries along the same lines 
that the US Attorney’s office would. 

I called Mr. Tolson back on January 29th and advised him 
of the comments of Mr. Murphy and Mr. Saypol.

During en interview on another matter, JACOB BAKER, President of 
Econometrics Institute, 2 East 63rd Street, New York City, advised that he 
had been asked by the oresent Defense Counsel for ALGER HISS concerning any 
information be might have regarding WHITTAKFR CHAMBERS, 

BAKER -explained that he ie one of the directors of r health 
insurance grouo and explained that a Mr. BESS, one of the attorneys in the seme, 
retained by ALGF° HISS since his conviction, is also a director in the same 
health insurance grouo. BAKER said that after a meeting of this health 
insurance group, BFRS spoke to BAKER and inquired if BAKER had anyinforraation 
in his possession concerning WHITTAKER CHAMBERS. BAKER stated that he had told 
Mr. BERS that the FBI had asked him about ALGER HISS and that he had told __ - 
the FBI, prior to the recent trial, that he had no direct information on 
ALGER HISS, end he told Mr. REPS that he would have to tell him the same thing 
in regard to WHITTAKER CHAMBERS. 

BAKER said that he then inquired of BERS as to whether he desired 
to use this information for purposes in the appeal which is i# be filed. He 
said that BERS told him that the new Defense Counsel for ALGER. BISS was 
engaged in trying to secure new information to be of assistance in a third 
trial that they hoDed would be held in the future. BERS indicated to BAKER 
that the present Defense Counsel .for ALGER HISS feels very confident that 
they will" be successful in securing a new trial for HISS inasmuch as he 
feels HISS had good material to justify a successful apnesl. BERS did not- / 
elaborate on this alleged material for appeal but did tell BAKER that if the 
appeal is successful, a new trial for ALGER HISS would be based on the 
statement made by HISS prior to sentencing to the effect that ALGER HISS 
would some day prove that WHITTAKER CHAMBERS committed "forgery by typewriter.”
